New York. July .■». — By far tli«* largest crowd of 
the season gathereil at tin- Sln-eiisln*ad Hay race 
conr.se this aftenuMin. It seemed like an old-time 
Fonrtli of .Inly gatliering. immhering as it did 
apitroximately persons. For the tirst time 

iu ov«*r a ye;lr tin* vast grandst.ainl was tilled and an 
overflow of thousands of men and woimm tlirongi'd 
tlie lawns. Tin* sun was tetnjuM'ed by an almost 
nin'omf<a-lal)Iy emd lireeze. wliicli stitTened at inter- 
vals into a mild gale ami raised clouds of dnst wnile 
the liorses w«-re miming. 

Tile Commonwealth Il:tndi«‘ap was deprivial «»f its 
chief atfraetions by ih** wiihdrawal of Fifz llerlart 
and Montgomery. If was jnst as w<*II that the 
latter was scrat«*hed. b«‘causo he would surely have 
boeii beaten by King’s Danghter. will'd', on this 
oe«*:ision. showtMl a si»arkling performan*-e. Arcite 
was an add**d si.arter and a liot tip that traileii a 
iMMir last ihronghont. I'iie .McDowell mare stripia- i 
in vastly inipr<»ved form and in Hu* running led her 
last ami liglit weighted oiyooneiiis. .Vllliction. i:fTendi 
and .\rcite. from start to iinisli under a pull. Sin* 
oovered the mile and a pr.arur in tin* fast time of 
L':(l4. 

'I'ln* only tirononm-ed favorite tliat mat«>rialize 1 
was in tie jumiiing race. >\iiich ('alifornia Kiiv-r. 
the top weight, won in impressive style from medi- 
«»ere opiaisition. Owne-r Th»>mas llitidnsx-k. .Ir.. re- 
<*entlv back from Frame. sui>erintended the saildliiia 
of his horse in tM‘rs.»n. Mr. llitcbem-k liad some 
misgivings alMHit California King’s faulty under- 
pinning standing the strain, and remarkisl that but 
for his nu.sonndness last fall the iiersi* would hav«* 
bemi sent to Fh-aine with the other lumpers of the 
stable. Uiiforttinatel.v. tiu* gr<*at steeplechas<*r came 
out of his trial in doidrtful .shape. In the first and 
sei-ond ra(<*s the winners. Heyliourn and .lolly, 
showt-d surprisingly improvi'd form coincident with 
brisk su|(|»ort.

New York. .Tnly — Just how fully the dates 
allotti'd Saturday by tlie stewards of tlie Jockey 
(’lull f(>r fall racing on the New York tracks will lie 
utilized lias not hi'en di'finitely determined. Tlic 
.Tock(*y Uluh stewards made no suggestions. Tlie 
diiratfon of the meetings will l>e determined by the 
e\(*cntive (*«»mmif tees of tlie several tracks. lint it 
is pretty gimerally understood that all the tracks 
will follow the example of the Empire Pity and 
Saratoga as.stK*iations, which have announced six 
days a week for Uieir summer meetings, and tlierebv 
use all tlu'ir dates. 

Tl'.e fact that the Queens County and Metropolitan 
j<H-key clulis applied for fall dates iudieales that 
racing uii(K>r tlie conditions jirecipitated by the 
reiH'al of the I’erey-tlray law is prosiMUiug. At the 
hegiiining of the season the horizon IcMiked so sqiiall.v 
tlie managers of tlie Jamaica and -Vqueduct tracks 
did not care to take any chanc(*s. Tlicy were con- 
tent to let the liig assiM-iations go ahead and find 
out how tilings were going to in*. 

.\lready the secretaries of the tracks, liig and 
little, are at work on tlieir programs.

Cincinnati. O.. July 5. — Colonel Matt J. Winn has 
nnlNiundi'd (xmfidemv in the success of the Mexican 
racing venture, (^specially at Juarez, across the 
river from El Paso. There racing will begin in the 
latter part of next Novemh(*r. Wwk on the pbint 
has Imh ‘11 started, and everything is expected to lie 
ready long before the opening day. Colonel Winn 
had his mind made up to visit Ariaidia and see the 
way the speediest coiirsi* in America is laid out, but 
was told that the plant out there was a reproduc- 
tion of the one built at Salem. N. H,. near Boston, 
wliicli proved a frost on account of restrictive laws. 
So he is going tliere to hsik it over. 

It will Im* American racing at Juarez, and it is 
(*xp«‘cted tliat the bulk of the patrons will tie from 
the. United States. Tlierefore the races will be run 
at the usual time of tlie day. 

If the plant at the City of Mexico is ever built 
Colom*! Winn might face a problem. When Boh 
Pate opened liis track there he liegan the races at 
2:.*!0 in the afternoon. He did not figure on tlie 
.Mexican’s si(*sta. TIm* majority of the inhabitants 
of the liig cities m*ver stir out of the liotisc lietweeii 
tlie iMMirs of 12 m. and .’i p. in. That is the time 
for ji nail. Tlien the iiiill fight begins. That Is the 
pridilem »K*fore Colonel Winn, for Boh Pate’s open- 
ing was a frost and tlie higli-toned Mexicans were 
coming to the course after the races carded for the 
day were over. 

Colonel Wiim has thought of this, and if the 
racing materializes at the City of Mexico he figures 
tliat tlie morning will lie the iiest time for it. be- 
ginning at 10::’.O a. m. and finishing at 12:550 p. m. 
He d(M‘sn’t intend to conflict with the bull fights or 
lireak up the siesta.

Pinto, 
won the twelfth renewal of the (’unadiaii I)(*rliy at 
Fort Erie this afterniHMi, It was a great crowd and 
an enthusiastic one. Bi'tter still, it was represt*iitative. 
soim* of tin* lH*st fainilii's from Buffalo lH*lug present 
to witness th(* sport, wliieli. liy tiie way, is as 
tiopular in tliis section as it is at Torouto. The 
clnhhoiist* verandas and tlie private lioxes were filled 
long lM*fore tlie horses were called to the jMist for 
the opening race. 

The racing was of a Iiigli order tliriHighont 
and the Derby provi*d om* of the most keenly con- 
tested affairs ever run ov«‘r the track. Nine of the 
thirteen eligililes carded w«*at to tin* |Ki.st. .\ron- 
daek. Plat(* Glass. Donald Macdonald and T. M. 
Green lieing tin* absentees from tliose named over 
night. On the str(*iigtli of ills victory in the Latoiiia 
Derby and a si'rie-; of liighly satisfactory trials sine** 
his arrival here. Olamliala was made favorite and 
was heavily iiln.V(*d liy tin* piililie. He was ridden 
by T. Ri(*e. a lad w’.io was supisised to iinderstaml 
the colt, lint Olumlialu proved the liiggest kind of a 
disappo!ntm(*nt. trailing along with tlie taibenders 
for most of the trip and finishing fiftli. iiadlv beaten 
off at the end. 

In tiie (*arly ninning Jolin Madigun’s Slracoe 
showed ill front. Simeoe led his field liv a consider- 
able margin for alMint seven furlongs. Rounding 
the far turn Herli**rt sliot .Michael Angelo up to tlie 
leader and in a sixteeiitli of a mile lie raced into. a 
lead of a couple of lengtiis. Reid, on the othi-r 
hand, rated Piute along at an even pace and followe,i 
the leaders closely, with liis mount under slight re- 
straint, Not until making tiie turn into the liome 
stretch did he make a move, but when he did Pint** 
moved u|i resolutely and. at the eighth tiole, was 
on almost even terms with the leader. Piute and 
Micuael Angelo fouglit It out through the final fur- 
long and ill the final drive Chinn’s colt proved just 
a rut the gamer of the pair and won l>v a nose. It 
\^is a tight fit. with the winner in doubt until the 
official placing was displayed. Pliite and Reid wen- 
greeted with great enthusiasm and P. T. Chinn was 
also given an ovation w’hcn he w’as called up by the 
judges to receive the handsome bunch of American 
beauties that went to the owner of the wrinulng 
horse. Piute’s sire, Ethelhert. is also the sire of 
Sam Hildreth’s crack colt. Fitz Herbert. Today s 
Winner has improved wonderfully since passing Into 
Chinn’s hands and bids fair to develop into a real 
Derby had a guaranteed value of 
^•5.r»00, which made the race well worth striving for. 
Piute, in winning the race, reduced the track record 
for a mile and a quarter from 2:(HiH to 2:0.’>i,- 

The Chinn stable also furnislied the winner In the 
opening dasli in Red River, which lieat AI -Muller 
by half a h'ligth. Four favorites and a well-played 
second choice won, tlie successful choices being Bed 
River. Sal Volatile. Turf Star and Woolwinder. 

John Terriss. trainer of Olamiiala, announced that 
the colt would be shipped to Sheepshead Bay Wed- 
nesday and that he would be a starter in the Law- 
rence Realization Stakes. He attributed the colt’s 
poor showing this afternoon to the dnst. Olambala 
broke slow ly and raced In a cloud of dust the entire 
t^pip. which may have choked him. At all events 
Ferriss was satisfied that tlie e(dt did not run his 
race. .Tockey Mentry was to have ridden Pitite In 
the Derby, lint when lie went to weigh in it was 
found that he was three pounds over weight. Chinn 
would not stand for the overweight and engaged 
Reid.

INNOVATIONS AT FORT ERIE. 

Buffalo. N. Y.. July 5. — Robert C. Palmer, who 
is in charge of the clubhouse organization at Fort 
Erie for the Niagara racing, reports great success 
in the enrollment of members, and the clubhouse 
bids fair to be a popular rendeavtius - for the fash- 
ionable follow’ers of the sport daring the meeting. 
A club meinlH*rship costs $20. 

The management of the meeting has adopted 
several regulations in the nature of innovations. 
For one thing, professional dockers and touts will 
lie barred from the grounds. In deference to the 
expressed wishes of many of the horsemen, assistant 
starters will not be permitted to use whips at the 
liost. .\11 entries in excess of the numlier permitted 
under the rules of the Canadian Racing Associations 
will be withdrawn by lot in public each day. after 
the closing of entries in the secretary’s office at the 
track. Tlie positions of horses at the post, hereto- 
fore drawn over night at Fort Erie, will be drawn 
by lot after the jockeys have been weighed out 
for each race, and the number of the post position 
for each horse will be displayed on the Jockey board. 

TULLY COULTER EXPECTS REINSTATEMINT. 

New York. July 5. — Tully Coulter, who was sus- 
pi'uded by the stewards of the Coney Island Jockey 
Club Saturday on account of the inconsistent run- 
ning of his horse. Beauclere, has been on the tnrf 
for thirty years. He says he has not been In trouble 
liefore and that he did not bet on Beauclere. except 
to lie declared in with a small wagejr made by a 
friend. He declares that he knew’ nothing of the 
wagers made by other persons and he is confident 
that he can dear himself of the charges lodged 
against him. 

It is rnnH>red that a well-known western operator, 
wlio was mixed up in a prize-fight scandal in San 
Francisco years ago and w'as afterward ruled off the 
turf on tlie coast and in Chicago, had something to 
do with the killing which was made on Beauclere 
when he won last F'riday. The stewards are trying 
to prolie till* rase to the bottom, as it is the deter- 
ininatiun of the Jockey Club to keep the racing 
clean.
